BUYING AND STORING

supplies to purchase in quan-
tity, what to buy a little at. a
time, and how to store those

they buy. At this time of year
it is better to buy sugar by the

25-pound sack if you can pos-
sibly find room for it. You get
it cheaper this way and have
it on hand whenever you need
it for canning. Unless you are
absolutely sure that you have
no insects about, it is better to
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transfer the sugar from the
sack to a large receptacle with
an airtight cover. Cereals of
all kinds are better kept in
such containers, but the latter
should not be bought in quan-
tity at this time of year, as
they may spoil. Soap can be
economically bought in quan-
tity, the wrappers removed
and the cakes allowed to dry.

Poached Eggs.—A tablespoonful
of vinegar or a teaspoon of salt
added to tho water in which eggs
are to be poached keeps them from

separating. Bring the water to
boiling point, slip eggs in gently
and simmer until they are done
to suit the individual taste. Re-
move, drain, and serve on toast.

Sour Milk Pancakes.—Beat two

a mixing bowl. Add
one teaspoon of sugar, half a tea-
spoon of salt, a tablespoon of melt-
ed shortening (this may be omit-
ted), two cups of sour milk or
cream, one level teaspoon of bak-

eggs light in

ing soda sifted in with flour
enough to make a batter.

Chicken a la King.—One and
one-half tablespoons chicken fat,

one tablespoon cornstarch, one-half
cup chicken stock, one-half cup
milk, one-fourth cup ecream, one-
half teaspoon salt, two tablespoons
butter, one cup cold boiled fowl
cut in strips, one-half cup sauted
sliced mushroom caps, one-fourth
cup canned pimentos cut in strips,
yolk of one egg. Melt chicken fat,
add cornstarch and stir until well
blended; then, stirring constantly,
pour on stock, milk and cream.
Bring to the boiling point and add
salt, butter bit by bit, fowl, mush-
rooms and pimentos. Again bring
to boiling point and add egg yolk
slightly beaten.

SUGGESTIONS
When rag rugs are washed,
rinse them in a thin starch and
they will stay clean longer and
not wrinkle nearly so much.
Before you have your cur-

tains laundered sew a differ-
ent-colored thread on each
pair. Then after they are

laundered and ready to hang,
select the two with the same
colored thread. This saves
time and patience in hanging
them.

BROWNED NEW POTATOES

No garnish to meat is more ac-
ceptable to the palate than po-
tatoes beautifully cooked and
browned. These may be cooked
quite separately from the meat
and be better controlled in the
cooking if cooked in a layer in a
Dutch oven on top of the stove.
Rub or peel off the skins, drop
the potatoes into boiling water for
five minutes, drain and rinse with
cold water, and put into about a
tablespoon of hot fat in the bottom
of the Dutch oven, which fat may
be scasoned to taste or contain no

other seasoning than salt.
